With much of the pork cured in

today listed a few suggestions for 
solving many meat storing prob- 
lems. 
The type of cure pretty well de- 


termines the type of storage that 
can be used he pointed out first. 
Dry sugar or country type cured 
meats can be smoked; and. If pro- 
perly protected, will keep no mat- 
ter how hot the weather. The mild- 
er cures Introduced by many lock- 
er plants do not have enough sal 
content to hnng very long wlthou 
refrigeration. They arc mild curet 
,o produce meat with a fine flavor 
for eating soon after the curing 
process. 


If meat is country cured, it can. 


be safely stored if/it is first wrap 
pcd in heavy paper and then in a 
lightly woven clean cloth sack. Tn
